As the result of alleged slanderous 
statements, ex-Detective J. T. Kil- 
patrick made an attack last night at 
8:15 o’clock upon Charles Jones, well- 
known in Atlanta, in Govan's store on 
the viaduct, striking him on the left 
side of the face. 

Although staggered by the 
from Kilpatrick's fist, Jones recoverec 
sufficiently to protect himself and in 
the scuffle that followed Jones hit 
the ex-detective on the bridge of the 
nose, drawing blood. 

While the fight was still in progress 
Policeman Elder appeared upon the 
scene, and separated the combatants, 
giving both of them a copy of charges. 
The trial of the case is set for this 


afternoon at 2:30.o'clock. 

Some months ago the,members of the 
detective department raided a place on 
Courtland street where a game was 
being conducted in which Charlie 
Jones was interested. ; ; 

Kilpatrick states’ that he made his 
attack upon Charlie Jones because he 
had been informed that Jones was 
making the statement around town 
that Kilpatrick had been paid hush 
money to protect games, and had then 
made ralas. 

After the Fight Was Over. 

- After the fight was over last night 
Charlie Jones was asked if he had 
made thig statement, but he contented 
himself with failing to deny that he 
had said it. He declared that what- 
ever he had said about Kilpatrick 
Was true. ’ 

At the recent election of the police 
force some twenty-two men were left 
off the .force. Of this number Kil- 
patrick was one, The cause for his 
being left off has never been stated. 

There were several eye-witnesses to 
the fight. Charles Roberts, manager 
of Govan's Cigar Store, and Paul 
Estes made the following joint state- 
ment about it: “Charlie Jones was 
standing by the bootblack stand, with 
his back towara us. We saw a 
stranger enter, and call to him: ‘Char- 
lie. Charlie turned, just half of his 
face showing, and the detective struck 
him a blow under the eye. Jones then 
turned around. Both men engaged in 
a ecuffle, until they reached the side- 
walk, when Jones hit Kilpatrick with 
his left hand on the nose, drawing 
blood. Then the policeman came up, 
‘and it wag all over.” 

Charlie Jones went to his room, and 
Kilpatrick walked down Decatur 
street. 

Statement by. Kilpatrick. 

J. T. Kilpatrick makes the following 
Statement: 

“I heara Jones had been making re- 
marks about my accepting money from 
gamblers while I was won the detective 
force.

YOUNG BOY WITh GIMBEL 
WHEN HE WAS ARRESTED 


Gimbel Was Terribly Distressed 
When Caught, and Offered Of. 
ficers Big Bribe For Liberty. 
Boy’s Mother Learned 
What Was Going On. 


New York, April 18.—Benedict Gimbel, 
a member of te firm of Gimbel Bros., 
proprietors of one of the largest de- 
partment stores of Philadelphia, was ar- 
rested here today, and following arraign- 
ment in court, held on the double charge 
of improper conduct and _ attempted 
bribery of a police officer. The latter 
complaint was preferred at the instance 
of the district attorney’s office after 
Gimbel had been taken into custody and 
had sought an illegal release. Unable 
to furnish immediate bail in the sum of 
$6,000, Gimbel was committed to the 
Tombs for the night. 

The original complainant was the wife 
of a Wall street broker, whose !6-year- 
old son, Iver Clark, was in the company 
of Gimbel when the latter was arrested. 

Gimbel Greatly Agitated. 

When taken fo the Tombs police court 
Gimbel sent for Attorney Dan O'Reilly. 
Later when seen in his cell the prisoner 
appeared greatly agitated. It was, he 
said, his first experience behind the 
bars and the effect was extremely dis- 
quieting. 

“The arrest was a terrfble mistake,” 
he said, “‘but I do not want to say any- 
thing more until I have seen my law- 
yer again.” 

Gimbel, who is 39 years of age, has a 
heme in. Philadelphia, of which. city he 
is reputed to be a wealthy and influen- 
tia} citizen. Recently he had been stay- 
ing at the Waldorf-Astoria, in this city, 
the acquaintance of young 
Clark, who is a cripple.

New York, April 18.—It was announced 
today that the district attorney had be- 
gun thé invesfigation of the report that 
One of the jurors had been “approached” 
by a policeman during the trial.

late today at Mr. Jerome's office. Later 
it was announced that several others of 
the Thaw jurors would be asked to come 
to the district attorney's office tomorrow 
and tell what, if anything, they knew 
of the report in question. It was report- 
ed that a policeman talked with a juror 
on one of the walks the jury took from 
the ‘criminal courts building to the Broad- 
way Central hotel. 


Alienists Visit Thaw. 


It became known today that ‘Dr. Smith 
Ely Jelliffe, one of the alienists who 
testified for the defense in ffie recent 
trial of Harry K. Thaw for murder,spent 
two hourg with Thaw in his cell at the 
Tombs last night. 

A. R. Peabody, of Thaw’s counsel, was 
present during the interview, but neither 
he nor Dr. Jelliffe would say anything 
today. Thaw had remained in bed yes- 
terday morning until 9 o'clock, and arose 
to see his counsel when Warden Flinn 
suggested to him that if he were ill he 
might go to the hoepital ward. It was 
said at the prison that Mr. Peabody had 
summoned Dr. Jelliffe to attend Thaw 
because Dr. McGuire, the regular Tombs 
physician, is suffering from a slight at- 
tack of tonsilitis. 


Roger O'Mara, the former Pittsburg 
chief of police, who fas had charge of 
the detective work of the defendant, 
came to New York today in response to 
a request from Thaw. He will have a 
talk with the prisoner before returning 
to Pittsburg. 


Parker May Defend Thaw. 


The latest report regarding the man 
who will defend Thaw at hig next trial 
is that former Attorney General Herbert 
T. Parker, of Massachusetts, is to be 
chosen. Parker acteg as profecutor in 
the famous murder trial of Charles 
Tucker, who was convicted of the murder 
of Mabel Page. 
‘It became definitely known today 
that the question of counsel for Harry 
K. Thaw has not been permanently 
settled. The publication of a _ letter 
sent by Thaw to Hartridge and Pea- 
body yesterday in which he informed 
them that. they would continue as 
counsel of records was generally ac- 
cepted as disposing of that phase of 
the case, for the present at least. 

Today, however, Clifford W. Har- 
tridge gave out a formal statement in 
which he said the supposition that he 
is senior counsel was absolutely un- 
warranted. He said that at the pres- 
ent time there is no senior counsel 
in the Thaw case. This statement was 
given out at Thaw’s request, it is said, 
after a heated interview in the Tombs 
between the prisoner, Mr. Peabody and 
Daniel O'Reilly.

City of Mexico, April 18—Today di- 
rect communication was established 
with a number of towns situated in 
the district most affected by the recent 


earthquake. 

From these recent telegrams it is 
now certain that the death list will ex- 
cee one hundred. There is still a 
number of small towns to be heard 
from, but up to date the average num- 
ber of fatalities at these places has 
ranged from nine to twelve, and the 
injured from thirty to 
forty. 

Sulphurous Odor Filled Air. 

One peculiar phenomenon which has 
been just made known is that after the 
first great shock the air was filled for 
many miles with a thick, sickening 
sulphurous odor. This caused great 
distress to the survivors. There are 
many speculations as to the cause of 
the peculiar freak of nature and some 
consider it as a proof that the earth- 
quake had its origin in some subter- 
ranean explosion. For this reason con- 
‘siderable anxiety will be felt until 
news is received from the sections 
surrounding the active volcanoes of 
Colima and Jurrello. Even the water 
in the streams was made sulphurous.

From Cililpa, one of the cities mest 
injured by the earthquake, a telegram 
was received here today which reads: 

“The number of injured in this town 
is thirty-three. For the most part 
they are of the poorer class. A child 
of one month was instantly killed by 
falling walls; thirty-one houses were 
completely destroyed. Among them are 
the residence of Mrs. Laura B. Herra, 
which was one of the finest in the 
own in size and architecture. It was 
utterly destroyed. Seven hundred and 
seventy-nine houses are partially de- 
stroyed, including the telegraph of- 
fices. For this reason the telegraph in- 
struments are in a corridor which has 
a part of the roof left. The total loss

DR. HAUGH Dic 
BY LEGAL SnUCK 


Columbus, Ohio, ‘April 18.—Dr. Oliver 
Crook Haugh, of Vayton, convicted of 
the murder of his father, mother and 
brother, at Dayton, Ohio, on the night 
of November 4, 1905, was electrocuted in 
the annex at the Ohio penitentiary a 
few minutes after midnight tonight. Dr. 
‘Haugh continued to manifest to the very 
last an apparent indifference to his fate. 
All visitors were excluded from the an- 
nex at the penitentiary today, and 
Haugh had seen only his spiritual ad- 
visors. 

Dr. Haugh never admitted the crime 
for which he was executed. He never 
discussed it, so his attendants say, since 
he entered the annex. 

The murder of his parents and brother 
occurred November 4, 1905. The Haugh 
home at Dayton was burned, and when 
search of the ruins was made the bodies 
of the older Haugh, his wife and a 
son were found. Circumstances indi- 
cated that the family had been murdered 
and the house burned to conceal the 
crime. Dr. Haugh’s defense was insan- 
ity, but he was legally declared sane. It 
was brought out, however, that he was 
addicted to the use of a drug known as 
hvoscene-hydro-bromate. 

Attempts were made also to connect 
him with the murder of several women 
at Cincinnati, who were mysteriously 
Strangled. He was also said to have 
been involved with a Mary Twohy, who 
died under suspic"sus circumstances at 
Loraine, Ohio, and wi M’rs.

Gent Roosevelt could not conceive of 
a member of his own official family 
being guilty of such a thing and de- 
clared that the prosecution should be 
against the road and not the official. 
The prosecutions were never heard 
from further. Mr. Harmon is a genial, 
forceful and personally clever and pop- 
ular gentleman and made an enviable 
record as attorney general under Cleve- 
land.

Pope Pius X Officiates at a 
Public Consistory, 


PAPAL EMBRACE WAS GIVEN 


Enormous Crowds Gathered to 
Wateh the Papal Procession. 
The Pope, Robed in White, 
Was Surrounded by the 
Noble Guard. 


Rome, April !8—A public consistory 

took place at the vatican today with 
great ceremony. This being the sea- 
son in which ome is crowded with 
tourists, the demand for tickets was 
extraordinary. At an early hour all the 
streets leading to St.. Peter's were 
black with people hurrying to get good 
places. The hall of beatifications and 
the corridors through which the papal 
procession was to pass were crowded 
with priests, monks, laymen and 
ladies in black veils, while the tribunes 
erected for the occasion contained the 
family of the pope, the Roman. aris- 
_tocracy andthe members of the 
diplomatic corps. 

The procession accompanying the 
‘pope was long and interesting, being 
‘composed of many notable personages. 
The Swiss guard headed the procession, 
and the nobie guard surrounded the 
person of the pontiff, who was dress- 
led in white. He was preceded by the 
(cardinals in full red robes, and fol- 
‘lowed by the bishops and archbishops. 

When the pontiff was seated on the 
throne, the six new cardinals advanced 
one by one to receive the red hat. 
Each prelate knelt at the feet of- the 
pope while the master of ceremonies 
held a magnificent red hat over the 
cardinal’s head. The pope, saying: 

“Accipe galerum rubrum,” etc., 
and gave the papal embrace. 

The new cardinals then passed from 
cardinal to cardinal to receive the kiss 
of brotherhood, while the choir sang 
softiy. The only cardinal created at 
the secret consistory of April 15 who 
was not present was Monsignor Rinal- 
dini, the papal nuncio at Madrid, who 
will receive his red hat at the next 
public consistory. 

The pope then imparted the apostolic 
blessing and withdrew, surrounded by 
his court and guards, to preside later 
at a supplementary secret consistory— 
the new cardinals in the meanwhile 
returning thanks before the altar of 
the Sistine chapel.

GENERAL URGES | 


NEEDED LEGAL CHANGES 


-Georgia Laws Relative to Creation of Corporations 


Permit Too Great Latitude for Watered Se- 
curities—Important Change Needed 
in Criminal Laws. 


In his annual report to the governor, 
which has just been completed and placed 
in. the hands of the state printer, Attor- 
ney General John C. Hart makes some 
interesting and important recommenda- 
tions to the legislature, particularly con- 
cerning the necessity for legislation which 
will furnish the raflroad commission with 
a proper basis for rate making, and for 
a modification of the criminal laws under 
which reversals are so frequently se- 
cured on pure technicalities. 

Judge Hart-calls attention to the in- 
creasing duties of the attorney general's 
office, and though he. does. not ask for 


any assistance, it has been made to ap-.- 


pear from time to time that the work of 
this office has grown to such an extent 
that it is too much for one man. 

In discussing the Western and Atlantic 
railroad he calls attention to the efforts 
of the city of Chattanooga to opén a 
street across the state’s terminals in that 
city. It is important that the state

Judge Hart discusses briefly the im- 
portant litigation in which the stdte has 
been involved during the last year, near- 
ly.all of which has had favorabie issue 
from the*state’s standpoint. 

Railroads and Rate Making. 

Following ig the attorney general's rec- 
ommendation with regard to ra@te-making 
and state contPol of the Capitalization of 
railroads:

, decided by the judge, in the nature of in- 


junctive proceedings, 
forcement of orders issued by the rail- 
road commission of Georgia, either di- 
rectly lowering the tariff or by reclassi- 
fication of the roads aiming to that end. 
The Sround generally relied on by the 
railroads to prevent the eniorcement of 
the circulars ig that the proposed rate 
or classification amounts to confiscation 
of its property, for the reason its reve- 
nues would be lowered below the cost 
of operating expenses. Such a defense 
necessarily opens up a wide ran for 
investigation. It is, of course, co¥ceded 
that the railroad commission has not the 
power, nor could it be empowered by the 
legislature of the state to prescribe rates 
of freight and passenger tariffs so low 
the effect of which would be to reduce 
the revenuea of the road below the cost 
of operating expenses. . Both the state 
and the federal constitutions would in- 
terfere, and properly so, to prevent this 
taking of property without Just compen- 
sation. I have uniformly taken the po- 
Sition in both the state and the federal 
courts in the trial of rate cases that 
money invested in railroadg ehould be 
allowed to earn for the owner thereof a 
fair and just return, subject to the lmi- 
tation that the tariff was a reasonable 
charge for the service rendered. 

“The great difficulty, however, is to de- 
termine what money has actually been 
invested in these public carriers. In de- 
termining whether a rate is confiscatory 
or not, the first question involved ig the 
ascertainment of the capital invested. 
This is often difficult and sometfges im- 
possible to ascertain with any degree of 
definiteness owing to our loose laws rel- 
ative to the incorporation of railroads 
and the great latitude allowed to or- 
ganizers in the issuance of stock. Under 
our law at present, the secretary of state 
is clothed with the authority to incor- 
porate railroads, but the law has placed 


to restrain the en- 


upon him only administrative duties, and 


when the proposed incorporatorg have 
complied with the forms of law pre- 
scribed by the legislature, the setretary 
has not authority to decline, or to refuse 
to grant the charter. In thig way there 
is no limitation or restriction upon the 
privilege of issuing stock, and the re- 
sult ig that many of the railroads of the 
state appear to have cost, measured by 
this issue of stock and bond indebted- 
nese, far in excess of its actual value. 
Blocks of stock, costing nothing and rep- 
resenting nothing, was retained by the

tices." This should be stopped. Stringent 
laws might temporarily restrain rail- 
road development, but in the long run 
would accelerate it, for if the investor 
knew that upon money honestly in- 
vested in this public enterprise he was 
to have a fair return thereon, the field 
would be more inviting to conservative 
Capital; but, regardless of the effect 
such a policy would have on railroad 
development, it is nevertheless an 
honest and just one, and in the end 
would be beneficial both to the carrier 
and to the public. 


Entitled to Fair Return. 


“The public should be willing to pay 
just and reasonable rates of freight 
and passenger tariff to the end that 
the owners of railroads should receive 
a fair return on an honest investment. 

“I have given my views at length 
upon this question because of the pub- 
lic interest now centered thereon. 
There is perhaps no question affecting 
our commercial prosperity more im- 
portant than the question of transpor- 
tation. The railroads of the country 
have been, and must continue to be. 
the great agency and the potent factor 
in our reaching the commercial great- 
ness we are destined to attain. 

“The public owes it to itself and to 
the railroads to treat them with ab- 
solute justice. The public would great- 
ly injure itself and gain nothing by 
[wrecking them, for there exists a 
comity of interests between the public 
and the railways. The railroads, how- 
ever, are essentially monopolies, and 
Properly subject to governmental su- 
pervision. and upon property legiti- 
mately and honestly invested the own- 
ers are entitled to a fair return, but 
a rate based upon a fictitious or dis- 
honest capttalization from the stand- 
point of the public, manifestly can 
never be the basis of determining 
what fs a just and reasonable tariff.”’ 

Venue and Criminal Cases. 

In the following there {s recom- 
mended an important and much need- 
ed change !n the criminal laws of 
Georgta: 

“It is impossible, perhaps. to legislate 
so as to entirely prevent delay in the 
enforcement of the criminal] law: nor 
would it be just to declare a wholesale 
denunclation of every effort to secure for 
one’s client an absolutely fair and imper- 
tial trial, though it mav work delay and 
the client may be guilty. It is to the 
interest of the citizen that every safe- 
guard should be thrown around life and 
liberty, and the duty of every lawyer to 
see that his client has a fair and impar- 
tial trial, even though he be guilty. 

“Our present criminal p@ocedure, how- 
ever, could be improved in some respects, 
and at the same time without cheapening 
life or liberty, or waiving any reasonable 
Cuty devolving upon the state to make 
food its accusation. There has grown up 
in our own state a practice and rule of 
nroc@iure that the state should recede 
from by appropriate legislation. In view 
of the fact that the court itself, by its 
own adjudications, has fastened the rule 
T‘shall shortly mention, the court, tn the 
absence of legisédation, feels, no doubt. 
unauthorized to correct the evil. J refer 
to the rule which requires the supreme 
court of Georgia to grant a new trial in 
a criminal case because the venue was 
not sufficiently proved. although no com- 
plaint was made at the trial. nor. as for 
that matter, before the fudge in the mo- 
tion for a new trial. Ufider a general as- 
signment of error that the Verdict is 
contrarv to law, the court has ruled. thar 
ii would be obliged to declare a new trial 
when the record failed to disclose affiir™- 
atively the venue of the offense. The 
court has held in Cooper's case (106 Ga. 
(819), that ‘nroof that the crime was 

cammitted in Lawrenceville, did not es- 
the venue bhevond a reasonable 

foubt.’. Tn the case of Murphy vs. the 

«tate (12! Ga. 142) that the venue was 
not sufficientiv pnroven, though a witness 
testified that ‘the crime was committed 
in the city of Atlanta.” The court itself 
-ecoenizes that we should get away from 
these decisions, and savs if the question 
was now open it would rulé to the con- 
trary, but is constrained, in view of the 
nast decisions of this court, to so rule.

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REPORTS SHOW 
GREAT DAMAGE 


State Entomologist Gets In- 
formation Frem. Peach 
Growing Sections 


State Entomologist R. I. Smith yes- 
terday received reports from the va- 
rious- peach-growtng districts of the 
state, a summary of which shows that 
at least 75 per cent of the crop has 
been killed and, perhaps, more. 

Some state the entire crop was kill- 
ed; others put it from 76 to 90 per 
cent, while there are very few who 
estimate the loss at less than 75 per 
cent. The probabilities are, therefore, 
that there will hardly be more than 
16 to 25 per cent of the crop this year, 
throughout the state as a whole. 

Following are the reports in detail, 
received by Entomologist Smith: 

Dalton—W. F. Summerour reports 
that the freeze worked in streaks. He 
says there will be 26 to 40 per ccnt 
of a crop in that section. 

Culloden—I. H. Castlen believes the 
shipments from this point will equal 
those of last year and that the quality 
of the fruit will be better. Other re- 
ports from Culloden indicate that the 
fruit was killed in the lowlands but 
escaped on high ridges. 

Cartersville—All killed. 

Adairsville—All killed, 
exception of small per 
high places. ' 

Middleton—Dlbert county reports 
practically all killed:with possibly small 
exception in high places. 

Fort Valley—Damage cannot be esti- 
mated yet. 

Marshaliville—Samuel H. Rumph re- 
ports that this year’s shipments from 
that point will be 33 1-3 to 50 per 
cent of those of last year. 

Toccoa—75 per cent killed. 

Reynolds—aAll killgd. 

Jefferson—75 per cent killed. 

Commerce—90 per cent killed. 

Warthen—All killed. 

Sparta—All killed. 

Fayetteville—All the peaches and 78 
per cent of the apples killed. 

Barnesville—50 per cent killed 

Buford—75 per cent killed. 

Gainesville—90 per cent killed. 

Coleman—96 per cent killed. 

Eatonton—90 per cent killed. 

Canton—95 per cent: killed. 

Holliand—76 per cent killed; percent- 
age of loss probably smaller on high 
ridges. 

Waynesboro—All killed. 

There are several other peach-grow- 
tng sections to be heard from, but ac- 
cording .to advices already received 
from them, they will rather increase 
than diminish the percentage of loss 
as the result of the April freeze.

CHARLES MALONE 


TAKEN BY DEATH 


Funeral Services Will Be Con- 
ducted This Morning, 


FOUND IN A DYING CONDITION 


Prominent Business Man of Atlanta 


Yields to a Sndden Attack of 
Meningitis in His Room in 
the New Kimball House. 


Charles F. Malone, of the Ragan, Ma- 
lone & Co., wholesale dry goods house, 


No. 9 N. Pryor street, one of the most | 
successful and widely known firms of, 
the city, was found in a dying condi- | 


tion in his apartments in the Kimball 
early yesterday morning, and within 
fifteen minutes after physicians reach- 
ed him breathed his last. 

Mr. Malone was about 56 years of 
age and had been a resident of At- 


lanta since the latter sixties, when he | 
came to the city direct from his pa-— 


rental home in Butts county. 


Few deaths occurring in Atlanta 


have caused greater surprise than that | 
Malone, as he was apparently | 


of Mr. 
in his usual robust health throughout 
the day Wednesday. 
ning he attended a Masonic meeting, 


returning to his hotel about 11! o'clock | 


in most excellent spirits, Passing 
through the rotunda of the Kimball he 
exchanged greetings with the night 
clerk as he went on to the elevator. 
He was in his usual good humor, and 
as he left the elevator he bade the 
boy goodnight in a cheery, happy man- 
ner. However, during the day he had 
complained to some of his associates 


at the store of feeling rather badly, 
and announced his intention of taking 
some medicine, but neither he or his 


associates attached any importance (0), 


his remark. 

ft has been Mr. Malone's custom for 
a long time to reach the store early in 
the morning about opening time. So 
long had he been doing so that when 
he failed to appear yesterday morning 
it caused comment among the early 
attendants. His delay finally caused 
some comment, and one of the young 
men was sent to the hotel to inves- 
tigate. 

Knocking on Mr. Malone’s door and 
receiving no response, a view of the 
interior of the room was taken over 
the transom. He was seen lying upon 
his bed, and as he did not respond 
to calls a boy was pushed over the 
door into the room, by whom the lock 
bolt was thrown back. A glance was 
sufficient to show that Mr. Malone was 
in an unconscious condition and physi- 
cians were instantly summoned. — Dr. 
George Kesner and Dr. A. P. Flowers 
responded about the same time. The 
physicians recognized the presence of 
meningitis at a glance and heroic 
treatment was resorted to, but within 
fifteen minutes life was extinct. 

Mr. Malone never regained consgcious- 
ness, and as he was in a dying condi- 
tion when discovered, it is not known 
when the attack came on. 

Was Lovable Character. 

Charley Malone, as his friends called 
him, was one of the most lovable char- 
acters. Upright and just in his every 
transaction, he held the esteem and 
confidence of all who came in contact 
with him. Thoroughly trained in his 
business, cautious and judicious in all 
he did, he managed within less than 
forty yvears of his business career not 
only to build for himself an excellent 
reputation as a business man but to 
amass a snug fortune. 

When Mr. Malone came from his 
country home to Atlanta he entered 
the service of M. C. & J. F. Kiser, then 
in business on Whitehall street. That 
was in 1868. In (1883 he acquired an 
interest in the firm, then one of the 
largest wholesale houses in Atlanta, 
then located on Pryor street at Wall. 
In !89! he withdrew from that firm 
and took an interest in the Everett, 
Ridley, Ragan Company, where he re- 
mained until 1904, when he disposed 
of his interest in the house, and along 
with Willis Ragan, H. R. Calloway, 
Charles F. Barnwell and Walter Barn- 
well, formed the firm of which he was 
a member when death cut short his 
career. From the start the new firm 
was successful, and no little of that 
success was due to Mr. Malone's indi- 
vidual efforts, his associates knowing 
his full worth giving him a If@gral 
hand. 

A quarter of a century ago Mr. Ma- 
lone married Miss Zula Brooks, of 
Brookhaven, Miss. who died some 
years ago. One daughter, Mrs. Hatch 
Cook, survives him,as doa sister, Mrs. 
John Maddox, of Atlanta, and his 
mother, Mrs. William Chambers, now 
of Birmingham. He is also survived 
by two half-brothers, one in Birming- 
ham and the other in Tallapoosa. 

Mr. Malone was a prominent Mason, 
being a member of the Gate City 
Lodge, of Mount Zion chapter Royal 
Arch Masons, of Jason Burr céurncil 
Royal and Select Masters, of. the 
Yarab Temple of Shriners, and a 
thirty-second degree Scottish Rite Ma- 
gon. 

Later in the day the body was re- 
moved to Patterson’s undertaking par- 
lors, where services will be held this 
morning under the auspices of the 
Masonic orders, Dr. Landrum offf®at- 
ing. At 2:20 o'clock this afternoon the 
body will leave for Brookhaven, where 
it will be interred beside his wife. 
who preceded him to the grave some 
fifteen years. 

The interest held by Mr. Malone wil] 
be conducted by his associates for his 
heirs.

SOUTHERN MILLS 
MAKE COMPLAINT 


Alleged They Are Disctiminated 
Avainst by Railroads, 


CASE IS BEFORE COMMISSION 


Cotton Mills of Augusta and Monroe, 
Ga., and Other Places Allege That 
Eastern Mills Are Favored by 
the Railroads in the Mat. 
ter of Export Rates. 


Washington, April !8—Three cases 
involving charges of excessive rates 
and discrimination on the part of 
about thirty railroad companies 
against cotton manufacturers of the 
south were heard today by the inter- 
state commerce commission. Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioners Clements, 
Cockrell and Lane are hearing the 
cases. It is likely the proceedings 
will continue for two days. 

The cases, which practically are 
identical, were brought by the Enter- 
prise Manufacturing Company, of Au- 
gusta; the Monroe Cotton Mills, of 
Monroe, Ga., and the Graniteville, 8. C., 
Manufacturing Company against the 
Georgia Railroad Company and others; 
the same complainants against other 
railroads on similar charges, and the 
China and Japan Trading Company, 
of Augusta, against the Southern Rail- 
way and others, all complaints alleging 
the defendant companies charge un- 
just and discriminatory rates on cot- 
ton goods and cotton waste shipped by 
the complainants to China and Japan. 

It is alleged that the railroads 
favor the eastern cotton mills in their 
freight rates to Pacific terminals for 
goods destined for the Orient. They 
say they are compelled to pay a rate 
of $1.25 per hundred pounds on such 
goods from points in Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas, whereas the eastern manufac- 
turers obtain a much 


lower rate to 
the great disadvantage of the mill 
owners of the south. R. J. Southall, 
of Augusta, represented the com- 
plainants, and the roads are repre- 
sented by their counsel. 
In Favor of Eastern Mills. 

The testimony of the manfacturers 
and shippers of cotton- goods in the 
south today showed that the differ- 
ence in the freight rate given them by 
the railroads and steamship lines from 
the rate given to eastern manufactur- 
ers and shippers amounted substan- 
tially to 43 cents bale to China. They 
contended that this was sufficient to 
affect seriously the trade of the south- 
ern manufacturers in the Orient where 
the consumers of their goods were 
largely coolies receiving a wage of not 
exceeding !0 cents a day, on which 
the coolie was obliged to maintain 
himself and his family. 

It was shown also that prior to July, 
1906, the freight rate on cotton piece 
goods from the south to the Orient, 


both by the Suez lines and by the 
Pacific lines, was much lower than it 
is now. In the summer of 1906, the 
steamship lines ‘through their repre- 
sentatives hela several conferences, at 
which the general subject of freight 
rates on cotton goods to China and 
Japan was discussed.

Rain and Snow Throughout 
West and Southwest 


Chicago, April 18.—Reports of rain and 

snow in the west and southwest caused 
a sharp decline today in the wheat mar- 
kket. Some recovery was made on buying 
by shorts and the market closed steady 
with the July option % lower. July corn 
was up a quarter cent.

HE first Home for Nurses in At- 
T lanta is being erected by the 

Wesley Memorial hospital, and 
the walls for the building have reach- 
ed the second story. When completed 
it will be five stories in height and 
will have on its top a roof garden fit- 
ted up for the pitching of canvass 
tents where pneumonia and other pa- 
tients desiring to sleep in the open 
air can do so above the noise of the 
city and where the air is pure. This 
will be one of the most novel fea- 
tures of any hospital in the city. It 
has caused considerable etir among 
the medical people of the city, and is 
one of the most advanced -steps taken 


There are many cases where it is 
considered peculiarly important that 
the patients should be allowed to sleep 
winter or summer in the open air. This 
is one of the latest discoveries of the 
medical profession, and has already 
Saved thousands of lives. Recognizing 
the need of a place where such pa- 
tients could be properly and effectively 
treated in this manner, the Wesley 
Memorial has put this kind of an ad- 
junct to their present plant. 

Concerning this phase of the work, 
Rey. Frank Eakes, the pastor, said: 

“I have been reading heavily on hos- 
pital work for the past three years, 
and this {s one of the. things which it 
seemed to me'was an imperative ne- 
cessity. We want to givé the patient 
every possible chance to recover, no 
matter what his malary or how far his 
disease has progressed. This is one 
of the distinctive features in active 
operation by the world-famous Pres- 
byterian hospital of New York. It {ts 
a gratification to me to know that we 
will soon have ours ready for practi- 
cal use, and we. trust many may be 
Saved through its practical application 
to the needs of the sufferers.” 

What Building Will Give. 


The building now going up will repre- 


of from $1!5,000 to 
$25,000, and will ad t othe present 
equipment of ‘the hospital in addition 
to the open air treatment department, 
the fol:gwing: 

First: a perfectly equipped nurses’ home 
where the comfort of the nurses and 
Christian home influences will be pro- 
vided for. 

Second: seven more pay rooms to the 
hospital, which are badly needed, as last 
month twenty-five more applicants for 
rooms were turned away because of lack 
of accommodations. 

Third: a well equipped laundry in the 
basement of the building and entrance 
and landing place for the hospital ambu- 
lance. ¢ 

‘Fourth: one of the ~ most - perfectly 
equipped laboratory rooms in the city. 
This will be a delight to the physicians. 
The hospital now has one of the finest 
miscroscopes in the city, brought here 
from New York at heavy expense. It 
will be used, of course, in this room. 

The present plans for the enlargement 
of the work of the hospital and the Wes- 
lty Memorial church are receiving grati- 
fyingwand encouraging boosts daily. And 
with the erection of the nurses’ home 
building, carrying the above additional 
features of the work. the enlargement 
ls actually under way. 

Concerning the work of the church and 
the reception Methodists are giving the 
movement in its enlarged form, 
Frank Eakes said: 

‘“From every side expressions of good 
will and sympathy are pouring in. Many 
are telling us they are ready to help 
and the fund of $200,000 to my mind is 
assured. Just how long it will take us 
to raise it I do not know, but the en- 
larging of the work is now under way, 
and if I had $300,000 dollars I worfld 
plant it right where our present tem- 
porary edifice stands without a moment's 
delay. We know exactly what we want 
and what we could do for God, His 
cause and humanity. . And we will have 
it some day in full operation. and I do 
not think this day is very far off.”
